However, even with a rather general de- 
sire to obtain the best qualilied ollicer ma 
lerlal possible, the actual selectson und 
(raluing of such, officers is often curried 
wut in a hit-or-miss manner. ‘The older 
National Guard oilicer in many causes ob- 
awed his National Army commisyion on 
the battlefields of 'rance, but the average 
younger ollicer has been appointed from 
the ranks, his enlisted training augmented 
'y Correspondence Courses. 

However, there is one State in the Union 
Which hus made serious efforts to select 
ils potential oflicer material by strict com 
pelition and then to give to those so 
chosen the benefits of intensive specialized 
(raining, 

That State is Massachusetts, which, 
characteristically, in following its general 
program of obtaining the best otlicers pos- 
‘ible, has established the principle of ro 
lating its general otlicers like the Regular 
Army. 

Like the Regular Army, too, is its sys 
tm of training new otticers. There is 
thing really new in the idea of a mili 
lary academy to train officers. The Reg- 
ilar Army and the armies of most nations 
luye them. But the application of the 
tcademy principle to procurement of 
Slate National Guard oflicers is believed 
(0 be unique with Massachusetts. 

The Massachusetts Military Academy 
Was first established by executive order in 
1913. Since 1939, it has been incorporated 
i the General Laws under a provision 
that “There is hereby established the Mas 
‘tchusetts military academy which 
shall offer to selected enlisted men and

FRANK KNOX 


newly appointed Secretary of the Navy

HE nominations of Henry L. Stimson 
and Col, Frank Knox to be Secretary 
of War and Secretary of the Navy, re 


spectiveiy, were sent to the Senate by 
President Roosevelt 20 June. 

Mr. Stimson succeeds Harry H. Wood 
ring whose resignation was submitted 
and accepted on the morning of the day 
his successor was nominated. Colonel 
Knox succeeds Charles Edison whose 
resignation, announced a short while ago, 
hecomes effective 24 June in order that 
he may conduct his campaign for the 


yovernorship of New Jersey. 

Mr. Voodring’s resignation at this time 
wus unexpected, it having been stated 
some time ago that he would remain in 
the Cabinet until next January at which 
time he would return to Kansas. 

No specific announcement was made 
but it is understood that Louis Johnson 
and Lewis Compton will remain for the 
time being as Assistant Secretaries of 
the defense departments. 

Aside from the political significance of 
the appointment of two republicans, both 
of whom are known as interventionists, 
to head the Departments charged with 
National Defense, the services are par 
ticularly interested in the military back 
ground of their new civilian chieftains. 
In addition to their unity of thought in 
politics and international relations both 
have served as soldiers—-both as oflicers 
of the Field Artillery in France. 

Commissioned originally as a major of 
the Reserve in the Judge Advocate Gen 
eral’s Department in March of 1917, Mr 
Stimson became lieutenant colonel in the 
305th Field Artillery the following Au 
gust and the next year a colonel in the 
31st Ficld Artillery. He served in France 
from December 1917 to August 1918 
Prior to the World War he was Secretary 
of War for two years in President Taft's 
cabinet. From 1927 to 1929 he was Gov 
ernor General of the Philippines and the 
next four years was Secretary of State 
under President Hoover. He served 
chairman of the American Delegations to 
the Lond«n Naval Conference in 1930 and

The provisions of the regular 1941 War 
Department Appropriations Act) which 
expands the Army to 280,000 will result 
in the placing on active duty of 6,909 offi 
cers, exclusive of Air Corps Reserve offi 
officers on active 


cers, Ordnance Reserve 
duty under provisions of Public No, 71 
and Reservists on duty with the War De 


partment General Staff. 


There will be an average of 1,811 Re 


serve oflicers on extended active duty 
with the Air Corps, an increase of 836 
over the present fiscal year. This figure, 


added to the 6.909 other Reservists, gives 
a total of 8,720. Ordnance officers and 
officers on duty with the General Staff 
further increase this total 


Air Reserve oflicers will be procured 
in the usual manner—by graduation 


from the pilot training schools, which are 
being expanded by increasing number of 
training centers and shortening of the 
training course. 

Of the 6,909 other oflicers, 5,187 will 
come from promotion list Branches and 
1722 from the  non-promotion — li 
Branches. 

On 30 April 1940 there were 664 pro 
motion list and 413 non-promotion list of 
ficers on active duty, exclusive of those 
serving a year under provisions of the 
Thomason Act. Under the 15,000-man 
augmentation of the Army an additional 
603 promotion list officers and 710 non 
promotion list officers are now being

To See New Secretary 
On Army ‘Vitalization’ 


Plans already are being made by mem 
bers of Congress interested in Army per 
sonnel matters to take up the question 
of further “vitalization” of the corps of 
officers with Henry L, Stimson when he 
becomes Secretary of War. 

Representative Thomas BK. Martin, ot 
lowa, a leader in the group of legisla 
tors who were responsible for enaction 
of the Army length-of-service promotion 
bill, declared this week that the United 
States cannot ignore the lessons of the 
Huropean War and that now, more than 
ever before, every effort must be made 
to bring the officer personnel of the Army 
to top-flight efliciency, 

Mr. Martin, who is a retired captain 
of the Regular Army, having been retired 
shortly after the World War for disabil 
ity in line of duty, stated that he and the 
other members of the personnel subcom 
mittee, Representatives Charles 1, Fad 
dis, of Pa., and John J. Sparkman, of 
Ala., have been working continuously 
with War Department personnel experts 
on methods of bringing to key positions 
the most competent oflicers, 

Ile expressed regret at 
former Secretary of War 
ring, by whose resignation, he said, the 
Army has lost one of its most able and 
progressive personnel reform leaders,

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Many editors commented upon organization of the Advisory Commission to the 
Council of National Defense, most of them approving its creation but suggesting that 
it be given greater powers. Typical comments were: 


The Christian Science Monitor, “Mr. Roosevelt has adopted President Wilson's 
plin for a civilian advisory board, and the personnel named is excellent... But in the 
attention that has been focused on these civilians the fact that they are called the 
Advisory Commission io the Council of National Defense and that the Council is com 
posed of federal officials has been almost overlooked.” 


The Washington, D.C., Post states, “Apparently this group will be expected to co- 
ordinate the defense program, But it is obvious that something more than coordination 
is needed, Appeals for a centralized agency to direct the industrial phase of the de 
lense program are not likely to be quieted by the restoration of this advisory com- 
mission.” 


Says the New York Journal of Commerce, “The appointment immediately of a 
War ludustries Board to tackle this task would be the logical course of procedure. It 
was recommended to the President by the War Resources Board, headed by Edward 
Kt. Stettinius, jr., ina report turned in before its dissolution last fall, 

“Unfortunately, the President is not ready to accede to this program. Instead he 
insists upon imitating the procedure adopted in 1916 of setting up a Cabinet Council 
of National Defense, with industrialists forming and advisory commission.” 


“Tt is still necessary to remember,” says the Baltimore, Md., Sun, “that under the 
law as it stands, the Advisory Commission has no real authority. Mr. Knudsen and Mr. 
Stettinius between them might well work out completely practical and effective means 
for utilizing the productive capacity of the country, but if they are not allowed to 
carry their ideas into effect, they might as well be knitting socks.”

Change Industrial College Course 


Increase of the number of courses at 
the Army Industrial College, from one 
annusily to three, and reduction of the 


period of each course from nine month 
to four months, was announced this week 
by the Active Secretary of War. An ex 
ception to the four-months’ course will be 
the initial intensive course to begin on or 
about 1 Aug. 140, which will cover four 
and one-half to five months; subsequent 
courses will be of four-month periods. 
Regular and Reserve officers of the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps will form 


the student body. Classes will average 
about TO students, most of them members 
of the Officers’ Reserve Corps. The 
course will be an intensive one and will 


cover organization and methods of Gov 
ernment that handle procure 
ment, the study of industrial mobilization 
plans and the study of economic power in 
relations between nations, 

Graduates are available, in addition to 
normal duties, for duty in the office of the 
Asistant Secretary of War, which office is 
charged with War Department procure 
ment problems: and with the Army and 
Navy Munitions Board, and other pro 
curement branches of the Army and Navy.

Businessmen’s Training Camps 

Secretary of War Woodring has an 
nounced that corps area commanders have 
heen authorized to establish and conduct 
a special course at the 1940 Citizens’ Mili 
tary Training Camps to provide for the 
training of about 3,000 business and pro 
fessional men at no expense to the Gov 
ernment, 

The procurement and original selection 
of the trainees will be the responsibility 
of the Military Training Camps Associa- 
tion, although final selection will be made 





by corps area commanders in accordance 
with routine C. M. T. C. precedure. 

Selection will be based primarily on 
educational qualifications and civic lead- 
ership in the local community. No appli 
cant will be accepted who is eligible for 
any other existing C. M. 'T. C. courses or 
who is a member of the Regular Army, 
National Guard, Reserve Officers Train- 
ing Corps or a Reserve component (Offi 
cers Reserve Corps, Regular Army Re- 
serve, Enlisted Reserve, National Guard 
Reserve, Inactive National Guard, or 
Navy or Marine Reserve or R. O. 'T. C.)

military service. Applicants will be be

Thirty desigus of various fabries were 
made up both by the Quartermaster corps 
and by private tailors. Eleven of these

The one tentatively selected for further 
fests is loose fitting with ample arm room 
and has a neat, tailored back and a three 
way collar, The jacket weighs but little 
more than half as much the present 
blouse, but is said to be warmer 

The Garment is made of water-repel 
lent cotton twill and is lined with thanne! 
It can be laundered or dry cleaned, One 
mivantage claimed for it is that it 
be manufactured in any shirt factory and 
costs about $5.50 as compared With about 
$7.65 for the present blouse

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Gen. Marshall Addresses Vets 


Declaring that commonly accepted 
military technique and methods in the art 
of war have been consigned to the ash 
heap, General George C. Marshall, chief 
of staff of the Army, told the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars in Akron this week, that 
the War Department knows what is need- 
ed and the time for debate is past. 

“The War Department knows what is 
needed,” General Marshall declared, “the 
American people know that they want 
preparedness; and the time for endless 
debate and*“minor differences of opinion 
is past. We must get down to hard pan 
and carry out our preparations without 
vacillations or confusion.” 

General Marshall said: 

“In talking to veterans I feel free to go 
straight to the point in discussing the prob 
lems of national defense, You men under- 
stand the meaning, the requirements of war, 
and I feel that you will readily comprehend 
the point of view of the War Department. 

“Voday, the United States faces probably 
the most critical period in its history. With 
in the year We have seen the map of the Old 
World radieally altered in a succession of 
startling moves. We have seen political faiths 
and forms of government common to our 
age placed in jeopardy or exterminated. 
Commonly accepted military technique and 
methods in the art of war have been con 
e'yned to the ash heap. And finally we here 
in distant America find ourselves facing the 
imminent possibility of being suddenly re 
quired to defend the independence of the 
Western Hemisphere, 

“Those of us who are charged with the re- 
sponsibility for preparing our defenses are 
fully aware of the seriousness of the situa 
tiou and the difficulties of the task. We real 
ize that the soundness of our decisions have 
suddenly become of immense importance to 
the people of this country. In every way, in 
every possible manner, we are endeavoring 
to resolve our plans in the light of what has 
occurred, but most of all, on a basis of sound 
common sense. 

“In common with other democracies, the 
Untted States has always been lax in matters 
of national preparedness during periods of 
penee. Such a policy inevitably results in a 
copvulsive, expensive expansion in an emer 
gency. Following the World War, efforts to 
keep the condition of our national defense 
abreast of possible developments in the in 
ternutional situation were invariably halted 
by the steady resistance of public opinion. 
The period of the boom markets, of the great 
industrial expansion gave no help to the na- 
tional defense. In fact those were parsimoni 
ous years for the Army. Last week in look-

ing over some old papers I found this para- 
graph in a letter from General Pershing, ad- 
dressed to me in China in November 1924, ‘I 
find on my return here that the War De 
partment seems to be up against the real 
thing. The Budget Officer insists on reduc 
ing our estimates so that we shall not be 
able to have over 110,000 men. Just what this 
mears I cannot understand. I do not know 
what is going to be done about it, but to my 
mind it is very discouraging.’ 

“The blame for this state of affairs can not 
be laid to any one individual or political 
party. It is the result of our form of gov- 
ernment, of our sense of security behind 
what have seemed to be great ocean barriers. 

“Last February, I stated before a Con 
gressional Committee that if Europe blazed 
in the late spring or summer we should put 
our house in order before the sparks reached 
this Hemisphere. I also stated that we should 
proceed step by step abreast of each major 
d:- velopment of the crisis abroad. Though 
this was but a few months ago, yet IT was 
criticized in editorials for expressing such 
a view. Later, the cut of the War Depart 
ment appropriation down to 57 planes re 
ceived considerable public approval. Less 
than three months later, when the situation 
abroad burst into a general conflagration, 
public opinion swung so rapidly in the other 
direction that I was being criticized for dar 
ing to mention so small a number as 10,000 


planes. These, incidentally, were for imme 
diate procurement, before Congress would 
again be in session. Today the American 


people want the nation to be prepared. They 
want a large army, fully equipped with the 
latest vehicles and weapons; and they want 
this transformation to be accomplished im 
mediately. 

“Now, you veterans know, that an army 
a large army—can not be recruited, equipped, 
and trained over night. It is a long and 
tedious process, especially as to materiel. 
The present situation has two aspects, the 
problem of immediate measures for our se 
curity, and the long range planning for a 
year or two years hence. Most of the millions 
of recent Presidential messages and appro 
priations will bear no fruit for at least a 
year, and for the majority of items, a year 
and a half to two years. 

“Our people must realize that the flag wav 
ing days of warfare are gone. The success 
ful army of today is composed of specialists, 
thoroughly trained in every detail of military 
science, and above all, organized into a per 
fect team. Today, it is imperative that cold 
factual analysis prevail over enthusiastic emo 
tional outbursts. Sentiment must submit to 
common sense. 

“The War Department has long prepared 
for possible expansions of the army and has 
definite plans for a step-by-step coordinated 
increase. We have started on our way, and 
are endeavoring to proceed in an orderly 
manner, Let me strongly emphasize the fact 
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become involved by im 
patience or ignorance in an ill-considered, 
overnight expansion, which would smother 
well-considered methods and leave us in a 
dilemma of confused results, half-baked and 
fatally unbalanced. 

“If I may leave a message with you, let 
it be this: The War Department knows what 
is needed, the American people know that they 
want preparedness; and the time for end 
less debate and minor differences of opinion 
is past. We must get down to hard pan and 
carry out our preparations without vacilla 
tions or confusion.”

Speeches by Retired Officers 

Concerning restrictions on publication 
of articles and making of speeches by Re 
tired Officers, on the European situation, 
the War Department this week issued the 
following : 

“a. The Secretary of War states that 
for the present the attitude of the War 
Department to discourage  publie 
speeches, broadcasts and articles on the 
Kuropean conflict by members of the 
Army on active duty, except by special 
permission of the War Department. 

“b. There is no objection to the presen 
tation by retired oflicers not on active 
duty of strictly military analyses of the 
foreign military situation, either in arti 
cles prepared for publication or in public 
addresses or radio broadeasts. In pre 
senting factual matter on this subject, 
the Secretary of War desires that retired 
officers avoid any discussion of political 
or diplomatic matters pertaining to for 
eign countries which might be construcd 
to advocate any change in American neu 
trality or the foreign policy of the United 
States.”

originally planned. This third change in 
the itinerary will omit Hampton Roads. 
The coustal cruises for the Second Class 
also have been modified to permit the re- 
turn of the class by 13 Aug. 








French Navy in Balance 

Eventual disposition of the French 
fleet, should that nation conclude its arm 
istice, may determine whether Great Brit 
ain or the Axis Powers will have naval 
superiority in the present conflict. 

Great Britain alone has a navy over 
whelmingly superior to that of Italy and 
Germany combined in all types of vessels 
except submarines, This superiority she 
will possess even if the 'rench Navy with 
draws from participation, and if the navy 
of France goes over to Britain, the Brit- 
ish naval power will be correspondingly 
creater, as France’s navy is second only 
to Englind’s among Kuropean nations, 

But if Germany and Italy aequire the 
fleet, they will have superiority in battle- 
ships, heavy cruisers, and destroyers, as 
well as submarines. It must also be re- 
membered that Germany by her conquest 
of the Netherlands and of French harbors 
has possessed herself already of many 
warships in various stages of construc- 
tion.

Separate Naval Air Arm 

Representative Carl Vinson, of Ga., 
said this week that he is having drafted 
a bill creating within the Navy an air | 
force, an air arm which will in a number 
of respects occupy the same relative posi 
tion to the Navy as does the Marine Corps. 

Last week, upon passage of the mea 
sure permitting the commissioning of Re- 
serve aviators into the line of the Navy, 
Mr. Vinson declared that if that method | 
of attracting eligible young men into Na 
val aviation does not work he will spon 
sor the separate Naval Air Force pro 
posal, long advocated by Representative 
Melvin Maas, of Minn., ranking minority 
member of the Naval Committee. 

Mr. Vinson expects to have the original 
draft of the measure ready in a week or 
ten days. It is understood that he plans 
to study the question, on the basis of the 
hil, very carefully in order to be familiar 
with all of the questions involved in case 
it becomes necessary to present the mea 
sure to the full committee. 

Representative Maas stated this week 
that the Naval Committee should devote 
all available time to hearings on the mea 
sure, for he is convinced that it not only 
Will he a necessity, but is a necessity im 
mediately. Mr. Maas charges that avia 
tion bas been treated as a step-child in 
fhe Navy and that the only solution is a 
reparate arm, with its own promotion sys 
tem, cank and tradition, THe said that pro 
Vision must be made for the promotion of 
its officers at an earlier age than that for 
line officers and for equitable retirement 
for officers when they are past flying ave 
and no administrative jobs are open to 
them. Concerning details such the 
command of carriers and other questions 
of this sort, he stated that all of this ean 
he worked out equitably.

New Defense Funds 


The Supplemental National Defense 


Appropriation Bill was passed by the 
Senate on 20 June. The Senate, in ap 
proving the measure, agreed to the 


amendments contained in the report of 
the Senate Appropriations Committee. 
The bill now goes to conference to iron 
out the minor differences between the 
Ifouse and Senate, The bill was passed 
by a voice vote, without opposition. 

In reporting the Bill to the Senate, 
the Senate Appropriations Committee 
added $106 435,880 to the louse approved 
figure to bring the total amount of the 
bill, cash and contract authorizations, to 
$1,777,489,788.

500,000 in cash for the War Department 
for the purchase of airplane engines.

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Tank Tactics

NCE more we see the danger of train 
() ing an army to operate in strict ac 
rdance With the principles accepted in 
a preceding war; new tools require new 
gethods, In 1914-18 it was the machine 
gun that had halted all progression. The 
gtilery could not master them and it 
gas only When tanks made their appear 
yee that these weapons could be neutral 
ied and the infantry advance. The Ger 
nus had felt the full force of tanks on 
July and S Aug. 1918; deeply impressed 
wtheir value, they first studied the whole 
question and then, when free to do so, pro 
wedded to fabricate tanks in great num 
wre and develop an effective method for 
employing their particular powers. It is 
yot the first time that what French brains 
invented German brains applied. Between 
15 and 1S70 it was the Germans who 
¢udied Napoleon, not the French. 

The new material created during and 
dnce the last war, was bound to bring a 
modification in battle tactics, for however 
yerfectly developed they became, fortifi 
ations Can always be turned, cracked 
open by Surprise or by a concentrated ef 
fort; moreover it is impossible to cover a 
whole country with such defences; and 
# motorized engines cannot be prevented 
fom having their say. Every nation 
should have prepared for the kind of bat 
tle the new material made pessible; one 
did 

Attacks by armored divisions require 
wo artillery preparation and so can gen 
erally act by surprise. The long accumula 
tion of guns and shells demanded for a 
big attack in the former war always be 
trayed the point selected and exacted 
much time before the full blow could fall. 
The requirements in the matter of am 
munition for an attack by armored divi 
sions is far smaller than what is needed 
for artillery. This liberates gun and shell 
factories for other work. 

In manufacturing their tanks the Ger 
mans profited by several favorable fac 
tors, The war in Spain constituted for 
them two years of proving-ground experi 
Their tanks did not have thick 
ough armor, they discovered, so they 
ereased it. Their espionage gave them 
omplete data as to French and British 
iititank artillery and they made their 
heaviest tank armor too thick to be pene 
trated by it. The French and British were 
greatly handicapped in trying to uncover 
‘imilar secrets in Germany. If every Ger 
man abroad is a spy for his country, every 
herman at home is a counter-spy against 
‘ny foreigner prowling in his neighbor 
hood,

U. S. COAST GUARD 





HE Coast Guard commissioned per 

sonnel board met on 19 June and on 
20 June completed its work and submitted 
its findings to Rear Adm.

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Foreign Affairs—Pursuant to the policy inaugurated in the cast of Manchuquo, the 
United States will not recognize a conqueror’s sovereignty over any territory seized 
by force. This policy, which is purely executive in origin and application, has been 
given Congressional approval insofar as European possessions in the American 
Hemisphere is concerned. , 

Carrying out the terms of the resolution unanimously adopted by the two Houses, 
the Belligerent Governments have been notified that this Government will not recog- 
nize or acquiesce in the transfer of any French, British or Dutch territory to a non 
American Power. This notification, the first of its kind since the current war began, 
declares the attitude of our Government, executive and congressional, relative to the 
maintenance of the status quo in the Western Hem/‘sphere. Heretofore, the President 
alone has expressed our determination to keep the Americas free from european con- 
quest, Now the Congress has reiterated the Monroe Doctrine. Thus fortified, at a new 
Pan-American Conference which has been called, the President's representatives will 
speak with the authority of the Government, This Conference will be requested to 
adopt a resolution which will be a repetition of that Congress has approved. 

It is clear from the action we have taken, and the Pan-American States will take, 
that the Union in which they are combined, will not tolerate any attempt to invade 
and occupy the Dominion of Canada, or the Muropean territories which stretch from 
Greenland along our Atlantic Coast to the Carribean Sea, the Carribean Coast of South 
America, British Honduras, and the Falkland Islands off Argentina. A claim by 
Germany or Italy to any of these lands will net only be denied, but to demonstrate 
that it will not be permitted, American troops may be sent to occupy them. This would 
be true particularly of the Carribean Sea, the strategic area from which an enemy 
could launch bombers against the United States and the Panama Canal, British and 
French troops recently were debarked in the Dutch possessions for their protection 
from occupation by German forces brought across the Atlantic by blockade runners, 
or from submarine attack. It is to be assumed that once France has made peace, the 
French contingents will be withdrawn. A question may arise through German sub 
marine use of French Islands, and there is always the possibility that a Dictatorial 
tovernment established in France in reaction to the fallen Republic, would defend 
such use. In that case, the United States would be compelled to take over the Islands 
which could be done only by force. Thus, it is not at all impossible that we weuld be 
drawn into war with France, which would be a matter of satisfaction to German 
strategists. 

There is another Hemispherical development which can be interpreted as infring 
ing the Monrce Doctrine. That is the activities of Nazis and Fascists in South Amer 
ica. If those German and Italian Nationals should overthrow a government or govern 
ments, the territory of such government or governments, would be available for enemy 
operations against the United States, Therefore, it will be incumbent upon us to 
support the existing authorities. This we are doing by naval demonstrations, That 
such demonstrations are necessary is proven by the threat of the German Government 
to break off relations with Uruguay, should that country expel leading Nazi plotters. 
Pan-American Conferences have discussed this matter of American aid to menaced 
governments, but fear of the Colossus of the North has prevented any real authoriza 
tion of such action. It is not at all certain that the coming Conference will adopt a 
resolution granting authority of this kind. If done, there would be assured effective 
intervention without danger of a local movement against it inspired by the German 
and Italian Governments, 

Of concern also to the United States, but to a lesser degree, is the fate cf French 
Indo-China and the French Islands in the Pacific, as well as the Dutch East Indies. 

The President already has declared that the Dutch Islands must not change hands, 
and Japan also has announced her determination to oppose an oecupation by a foreign 
power. In the case of French Indo-China, however, the Tokyo Ministry following the 
surrender of France, notified the Petain Government that all transport of munitions 
and gasoline from that colony to Chiang-Kai-Shek’s forces, must cease. Because it 
could do nothing else, the Colony was instructed according!y. That this will satisfy 
Japan, is doubtful. A large Japanese Force is on Hainan Island, from which an attack 
could be launched against the French Naval base at Saigon, Whether there would be 
resistance or not, would depend upon the decision of Hitler and Mussolini. Several 
weeks ago the Reich advised Japan that it had no interest in the Dutch Kast Indies. 
This was a clear indication of its willingness to permit Japanese occupation. Mus- 
solini is in close relations with Tokyo. This was manifested when Japan recognized 
Italian conquest of Ethiopia, and Italy gave recognition to the puppet government of 
Wang-Ching-Wei, which the Japanese Army established in China. There is no doubt 
the two Dictators would welcome attempted Japanese expansion in the Far East, since 
that would bring the Nipponese Government into conflict with Great Britain and, in 
all likelihood, with the United States. The only deterrent to further Japanese move 
ment southward in the Far East, is the United States Fleet poised at Hawaii. 

The political consequences of France's surrender are so vast that it is difficult 
to describe them within the compass of this brief review, They involve not enly pos 
sible differences over the spoils between Germany and Italy, which, for the moment, 
may be set aside, but a change of attitude on the part of Russia. The shadow of in 
dependence which the Baltic States retained, was blown to the winds when Stalin, 
as France was surrendering, moved heavy forces into their territories. The great 
strength employed in this manner could be interpreted as a demonstration against 
Germany, but the latter officially is net so regarding it. In fact, she cooperated to the 
extent of seizing fleeing Lithuanian officials. There is in prospect Soviet occupation of 
Finland. When that is accomplished, and Bessarabia is regained, the results of 
Versailles will be wiped out so far as Russia is concerned, and she will have restored 
the area the Tsars governed, Whether this will satisfy Russian greed remains to be 
disclosed. Certainly, Stalin will support Bulgaria‘’s claim to the Debrudja territory, 
and Germany will back Hungary's demand for Bulgaria. The despoilment of Roumania 
thus seems to be a more matter of weeks, Italy, however, is concerned in the fate of 
this State, but probably would be content if it were continued as an independent 
nation, although reduced in size. There is also the question of Syria, which is a mat- 
ter of special interest to Moscow. It will not want this French mandate transferred 
to Italy, since that would increase Rome's strategic control of the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean, As Turkey did not honor her obligation to the French and British to enter 
the war upon Italian action, Russia would prefer that Syria be placed under the con- 
trol of the Angora Government. 

Thus the complications of victory worry the victors.

French Fascists encouraged 
by Germany, also want to form a government. Might the Government Organized jo 
join Germany and Italy in order to conquer England, or perhaps arouse the concen 
of Stalin. No ene can fortell the future, but it is certain that the new era Which = 
come upon the world, is teeming with problems which a suffering humanity must 
solve in blood and tears. 





Army Air Corps—The Army Acronautical Museum, Wright Field. which at hy 
inauguration of the Expansion Program was closed in order that all energies migly 
be bent to that single aim, was recently reopened to the general public. The reopen. 
ing was announced by Col. Oliver P. Echols, assistant chief of the Materie! Division 
since location of the museum permits visitors to be directed to the museum and rp 
turned to the gate without in any way interfering with the work of the laboratories 
The museum is open during the week from Monday until Friday, inclusive, from 4 
a.m. to 2:30 p.m. and on Saturday from 9 a, m. until 11 a. m. It will be closed on 
Saturday afternoons, Sundays, and holidays. From 1 Jan. 1989 until 18 Sept. 1939, the 
closing day, 79,282 visitors checked in at the museum, coming from all parts of the 
United States.

Within the past several weeks, three of five rescue boats constructed for the 
Air Corps have been launched, These boats, which will be used for rescue purposes 
in case of forced landings of aircraft in the water, have a total length of 72 feet 
with a beam of 15 feet, draft 314 feet, and displacement of 32 tons. The power plant 
comprises two Hall Scett marine engines developing 575 horsepower. These boats are 
capable of a top speed in excess of 30 miles per hour. Equipped with radio receiving 
and transmitting sets, ship to ship, ship to shore and ship to airplane communication 
Will be possible. 

Available in the aft part of the boat are dispensary facilities for rendering first 
aid to injured personnel, Other accessories include life saving equipment, a shoulder 
line throwing gun, acetylene cutting torches, extinguishers, ete. Provision is als 
made for a “bridte” hitch for use in towing disabled aircraft. Mach boat 
equipped with searchlights and other standard ship accessories. Four men compris 
the crew of the rescue boat, consisting of the captain, engineer and two deckhands 
The cabin of the boat is streamlined to cut down wind resistance. 

The Air Corps fields to which one of these rescue boats will be 
Langley Field, Va.: Borinquen Field. Puerto Rico: MacDill 
France and Albrook Fields, Panama Canal Zone. 

The first of the boats, the Maj. Gen. William L. Kenly, was launched 4 May at 
Long Island; the second, the Maj. Gen. Charles T. Menoher, on 1S May, and the third 
the Brig. Gen. William Mitchell, was launched 1 June.

Cavalry—A complete set of pack accessories for the 60-mm,. mortar and ammunl 
tion has been manufactured by the Ordnance Department and sent to the Cavalt 
Board for final test. The purpose of the test is to determine if any changes shoul 
be made in the design of the hangers prior to standardization. In general both th 
mortar and ammunition pack appear to be satisfactory from the standpoint of weight 
balance and stability. One pack horse carries the mortar, spare parts and tool re 
and 18 rounds of ammunition. The ammunition pack horse carries 30 rounds of au 
munition. Ammunition is carried in the fiber shipping containers, which simplifie 
supply and holds the weight to the minimum. The Cavalry Board recently conductél 
a short test of a 20-mm.

The board with the assistance of local ordnance pers 
nel devised hangers for attaching the gun to the cavalry type Phillips pack saddl 
By carrying the recess on one side and the barrel with two magazines of 10 rounl 
each on the other, it was found that the gun can be packed although the total weit! 
is greater than the 200 pounds maximum, desirable in cavalry pack loads. 


Bureau of Medicine and Surgery—A_ 500-bed field hospital will be created by 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, using funds amounting to $225,000, contained int 
supplemental appropriation bill. This hospital, patterned on similar Army hospit# 
will be designed for use with an expeditionary force, presumably the Fleet Marit 
Force. The entire unit would be under canvas with the possible exception of ™ 
messhall, galley and storehouse. It would be capable of easy transportation eithe 
by vessel or overland. 

The unit will have a strength of 30 officers, 176 Naval hospital corpsmen ant 
83 non-medical personnel—technicians, chauffeurs, and the like. The hospital will™ 
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eon 
equipped for operative, dental, laboratory, x-ray and physiotherapic work. 

Internal organization of the unit will be under the direction of the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery, but for tactical purposes it is likely to be attached to the 
Fleet Marine Force which would then control its movements.

Navy Lighter than Air—Adoption of a lighter-than-air policy for the Navy was 
gnounced this week by Secretary of the Navy Edison. In addition to committing 
yself “To build and maintain nonrigid airships as required for coastal patrol and for 
other naval uses,” the Navy announced its policy was “To build and maintain rigid 
yirships as necessary to explore and develop their usefulness for naval purposes ; 
nd to cooperate with other agencies in developing commercial airships.”” The second 
wrt of its policy, however, is likely to remain a dead-letter. Despite the desire of the 
wtiring Secretary to see airship development carried forward, the Navy has re 
mained cold to the proposal, and now, with vast expenditures being made for de 
fopse, is more reluctant than ever to spend time on rigid airship experimentation. The 
Yaval Expansion Act of 1938 carried an authorization for a training rigid airship of 
ahout 3,000,000 cubic foot capacity—about the size of the USS Los Angeles, which was 
recently scrapped after a life of over 16 years—and funds were appropriated to begin 
construction of such a craft. 

The Navy, however, asked bids for a million cubie-foot craft, but when Congress 
protested this circumvention of its wishes, the bids were rejected, and the appropria 
tion was permitted to lapse. Proponents of rigid airships base state much of the value 
of the large airship is as a plane carrier, and it is obvious that a million-foot ship 
vould permit no experiments along these lines, such as were carried out on the 
Macon and Akron. 

There is authorization also in recent legislation for 48 nonrigids, or blimps, for 
yaval coastal patrol. It is probable that many of these will be built to augment the 
present nonrigid fleet. 


The lighter-than-air policy is based upon repeated consideration and recom 
nendation made by various committees, including the General Board, which were 


approved by the Secretary. Its promulgation at this time is probably an effort of 
Mr. Edison to obtain acknowledgment of his views and the views of other lighter 


than-air proponents before the Secretary leaves the Navy Department.

Naval Construction—Effects of the speedup in naval construction began to be 
noticed this month as vessels began to slip off the shipyard ways in increasing numbers. 
A comparison of the Navy Department's shipbuilding progress reports for 1 June and 
for 1 May shows that, in the period between the two reports, 13 vessels were launched, 
keels of six others were laid, two ships were commissioned and two were completed, 
It must be remembered that laying of a keel or launching of a vessel do not mark 
definite stages of construction since a ship may be far advanced before her keep is laid, 
and conversely may not be launched until nearly completed, or may be launched with 
little but her hull finished. Nevertheless, such comparisons are an approximate indica- 
tion of the course of construction. 

The 1 June progress report shows two battleships launched, the Washington on 
1 June, and the North Carolina on 13 June. Four other 35,000-ton dreadnaughts are 
on the ways, and two 45,000-ton ships are on order exclusive of the two 45,000-ton ships 
ordered last week under the 1941 program, (AIL of the following figures omit the new 
program). One carrier, the Hornet is on the ways, her keel having been laid 25 Sept. 

Keel of the light cruister Juneau was laid 27 May at Federal SB & DD Company, 
while the San Juan was laid down 15 May at Bethlehem’s Quincy plant. The cruisers 
San Diego and Atlanta have been on the ways since March and April, respectively, and 
the Cleveland and Columbia are not yet on the ways. The submarine Tambor was de- 
livered by Electric Boat Company, Groton, Conn, and commissioned 3 June, Portsmouth 
Navy Yard launched the submarine Trout 21 May and laid down the Marlin on 28 May, 
the last of the submarines on order before last week to go on the blocks. 

Two destroyers, the Walke and Wainwright were officially completed 31 May, and 
the Buck was placed in commission 15 May. Six destroyers were launched during the 
month, the Niblack on 1S May, the Charles F. Hughes and the Monssen on 16 May, the 
Gwin on 25 May and the Wilkes and Nicholson on 31 May, 

The destroyer tender Prairie is nearing completion; the minesweepers Raven and 
Osprey are on the ways, as are the repair ship Vulean and the submarine tender Fulton, 
The seaplane tender Curtiss was launched in April, and one other large seapline tender 
and four small vessels of that type are on the ways. The minelayer Terror is on order, 

Satisfactory progress is also being made on the “mosquito” fleet. The submarine 
tenders PC 449 and 451 were launched 15 and 283 May, respectively, and the PC 450 
was completed some time ago, PC 452 is on the ways, and P'TC 1 to 12 are on order from 
Mlectric Boat Company's Elco Works. Two motor torpedo bouts are nearing comple- 
tion, two were launched in April and four others are on the stocks, Ten more are 
ordered from Plectric Boat Company. 

Not listed on the Navy's report is the USS William Ward Burrows, the former 
Grace liner Santa Rita, which is being converted to a troop transport at Norfolk Navy 
Yard and is scheduled for completion 25 June 1940, Comadr. Ross A. Dierdorff has been 
ordered to command her, Another transport, the USS Wharton, ex-Southern Cross, is 
being converted at a Brooklyn yard with completion scheduled for September.

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Military Appropriation Act 

The Military Appropriation Act for 
1941 provides cash appropriations of 
$1,499,323,322 and contract authoriza- 
tions of 52 





; 3,229,636, in all, $1,822,552,- 
958. As $148,466,988 will be required for 
the payment of prior contract authori- 
zations, there will remain available for 
new obligations for military activities a 
total of $1,674,085,970. This does not in- 
clude the additional funds in the supple- 
mentary bill now before Congress. 

Many changes have taken place in War 
Department funds since the President’s 
Budget was submitted to Congress last 
January. As submitted to Congress last 
January the Budget provided for $853,- 
356,754 in cash appropriations and $67,- 
780,500 in contract authorizations, in all, 
$921,137,254 as compared with the total 
of the Act as passed, of $1,822,552,958. 
Congress practically doubled the Budget 
estimates due to the alarming situation 
in Europe, The Budget as submitted to 
Congress provided for a Regular Army 
strength of 227,000 enlisted men. The Act 
increases that strength by 53,000 to pro- 
vide the authorized peace strength of 
280,000 under the National Defense Act. 
The increase in the Air Corps was to 
provide additional enlisted men and fly- 
ing cadets so that pilot training could 
be stepped up to a rate of 7,000 per year. 
The increase in the ground forces was for 
the purpose of completing three more tri- 
angular divisions and increasing the 
strength of three others that were or- 
ganized last fall; to build up the strength 
of the Ist Cavalry Division and the 7th 
Mechanized Brigade; complete a second 
set of essential corps troops and provide 
certain essential Army and GHQ Reserve 
units including ground services for the 
GHQ Air Force. There have been no 
changes in the provisions for commis- 
sioned personnel as originally requested. 
Provision has been made for an increase 
of 69 second lieutenants for the Air 
Corps; 285 second lieutenants for other 
branches; 23 first lieutenants, Medical 
Department and two chaplains. 

Reserve Officers 

There will be an average of 1811 Re- 
serve officers on extended active duty 
with the Air Corps, an increase of 215 
over the President's Budget and an in- 
crease of 836 over fiscal year 1940, 

The shortage in commissioned person- 
nel will be provided for by placing Reserve 
officers on active duty. The original Bud- 
get provided for one year’s training with 
the Reguiar Army for 1,000 Reserve sec- 
ond lieutenants under the Thomason Act, 
and, in addition, active duty for two sue- 
cessive groups of 798 first and second 
lieutenants of the line branches for six 
months each and 12 months for 508 cap- 
tains and first lieutenants of the Medical 
Department. However, the addition of 
40,000 men to the ground forces required 
an increase in the number of Reserve 
officers other than Air Corps of 4,358; 
8,482 of the promotion list branches and 
876 of the non-promotion list branches. 

For Reserve oflicer training of less 
than 30 days, provision is made for 30,- 
000 14-day trainees, Provision is also 
made for 7 additional days for 3,400 and 
for 14 additional days for 6,100. The 
ROTC and the CMTC will be maintained 
as during the fiscal year 1940, 

National Guard 

The National Guard will be maintained 
during the year at a strength of approxi- 
mitely 251,000, and an additional 4,700 
officers and men for the last half of the 
fiscal year. This latter increase is for 
the purpose of organizing the eight re- 
maining observation squadrons allotted 
to the Guard under the 5,500 airplane 
program and five additional antiaircraft 
regiments. 

Air Corps 

Funds now available for fiscal year 
1940 will enable the Air Corps to obtain a 
total strength of 5,500 airplanes as con- 
templated under the Aviation Expansion 
Program. Funds, therefore, provided in 
the original budget provided in general 
for maintenance only. On that basis pro- 
vision was made for the procurement of 
496 airplanes for the Air Corps to re- 
place the number that will become obso- 
lete and also to replace those that it will 
be uneconomical to overhaul. An increase 
in the production capacity of airplanes 
in this country permitted a correspond- 





ing decrease in reserve requirement so 
that the 496 was, on War Department 
request, reduced to 166. However, there 
were added 200 heavy bombers and 2,200 
training airplanes, the latter for the ex 
pansion of pilot training to a rate of 
7,000 per year. Provision is made for 54 
replacement airplanes for the National 
Guard in order to maintain its allotment 


under the 5,500 airplane program. A 
total of $28,000,000 was provided for 
modernization of combat airplanes to 
provide self-sealing gas tanks, armor 


and heavier armament, 

To capitalize further on the training 
experience gained at the maneuvers this 
year, provision is made for assembling 
late this summer all mobile troops in 
cluding National Guard units, in each of 
the four army areas for periods of active 
field training. Heretofore, but one army 
maneuver has been held each year. 

The field training period of the Na- 
tional Guard is fixed at 21 days although 
provision is made for rations only, for an 
additional six days of week-end training. 
There will be 48 armory drills. 

Equipment 

Although the original budget as for 
warded to Congress provided about $47,- 
000,000 for critical items of equipment, 
it lacked $39,000,000 of providing com 
plete equipment of these critical items 
for the then existing units of the Regular 
Army and National Guard. Not only was 
that sum added to the bill, but provision 
was made for the $240,000,000 program 
required for remaining requirements in 
critical items of equipment for the Pro- 
tective Mobilization Plan force of 750,- 
006 men in units plus 250,000) replace 


ments. Included in the list of critical 
items are 5,500,000 yards of uniform 
cloth. Due to the difficulty of manufac 


ture and the long time required to pro 
cure cloth and turn it into uniforms, 
cloth recently has been made a critical 
item of equipment. A shortage in es 
sential items of equipment for existing 
units of the Regular Army and National 
Guard of $64,000,000 was provided for. 
Among these essential items are 20,000 
motor vehicles. Additional funds were 
provided in order to expedite the manu- 
facture of critical items and $44,000,000 
was provided for the construction of 
facilities that do not exist in industry 
and that are required to insure the pro- 
duction of the critical item programs, 

Procurement planning and industrial 
mobilization will be greatly speeded up 
by a large increase of funds for those 
purposes. Among the principal items are 
$16,250,000 for educational orders; ap- 
proximately $9,000,000 for special ma- 
chinery; and $11,000,000 for rehabilita- 
tion of government manufacturing estab- 
lishments. 

Seacoast defenses at home and overseas 
will be greatly strengthened by appropri- 
ations and contract authorizations total 
ing approximately $40,000,000. 

Included in the Military Appropria- 
tion Act is a new appropriation, “Mmer- 
gency Fund of the President,” under 
which is provided $66,000,000 in cash ap- 
propriations and $66,000,000 in contract 
authorization; in all $132,000,000. The 
purpose of this fund is generally “To 
enable the President, * * *, to provide 
for emergencies affecting the national se- 
curity and defense and for each and

Further Naval Increases 

Moving with unprecedented speed the 
House of Representatives is preparing to 
enact and send to the Senate a bill which 
will increase the combatant strength of 
the United States Navy by 70 percent at 
a cost of approximately $4,000,000,000. 

The measure, originally calling for an 
increase of 399,600 tons of combatant 
vessels, was introduced by Representa- 
tive Carl Vinson, Chairman of the House 
Naval Affairs Committee, on 17 June. 
After hearings, which occupied only two 
days, the House Naval Affairs Committee 
boosted the combatant tonnage to 1,325,- 
000 tons, added 100,000 tons of auxiliary 
craft, provided funds for armor and 
armament plant construction and expan- 
sion, eliminated the provision of law re- 
quiring 10 percent of all Naval planes 
to be built at the Naval Aircraft Factory, 
wrote in a provision forbidding the dis- 





posal by sale or otherwise of any ship 
built, building or contracted for by the 
United States Navy, without the consent 
of Congress, authorized the expenditure 
of $25,000,000 for the acquisition and con- 
version or construction of patrol craft, 
and reported the bill unanimously to the 
House. 

In addition, the committee has agreed 
to an amendment, which will be offered 
from the floor of the House by Represen- 
tative Melvin Maas, of Minn., which will 
increase the authorized air strength of 
the Navy from 10,000 planes to 15,000 
planes, with a further provision that the 
15,000 plane limit can be execeded if ex 
pansion planning warrants such a step. 

The morning following the unanimous 
ly favorable report of the Committee, 
Representative Vinson went before the 
Rules Committee of the House and ob 
tained the “green light” to take the mea 
sure to the floor for consideration. Mr. 
Vinson hoped to obtain House approval 
of the measure late this week, but par- 
liamentary considerations indicate that 
there is scant chance of cousideration on 
the floor for a week or ten days, 

In an unusual move, Mr. Vinson held 
a secret session of the Naval Committee 
during the initial period of consideration 
of the bill. At this session, it was agreed 
that tonnage of the individual vessels to 
be built would not be made public. It 
was at this session that Admiral Harold 
R. Stark, Chief of Naval Operations, im 
pressed upon the Committee the absolute 
need for the gigantic program. 

The bill IER 10100, provides for 385,000 
tons of capital ships, 200,000 tons of air 
eraft carriers, 420,000 tons of cruisers, 
250,000 tous of destroyers and 70,000 tons 
of submarines. In addition, the bill pro 
vides that the tonnage limitations in each 
of the categories may be varied upward 
or downward by 20 percent, provided the 
over-all figure is not exceeded. 

The bill provides authorization for the 
expenditure of $150,000,000 for essential 
equipment at either public or private 
plants in order to facilitate the construc- 
tion program, with additional authoriza- 
tion in the amount of $50,000,000 for in- 
creasing armament producing facilities 
and $20,000,000 for increasing armor pro- 
ducing facilities. 

The types of 
eraft are left to 
President. 

In appearing before the Rules Commit- 
tee to obtain consent of the leadership 
for early consideration of the expansion 
bill, Representative Vinson told the body 
bluntly that the cost of the bill will be 
four billion dollars and that this ex- 
penditure is only the beginning. He said 
that maintenance costs will be high, but 
that if the nation is to be preserved, these 
costs must be met. 

Representative Maas, minority commit- 
tee leader, appeared with the Chairman, 
and stood solidly behind the demand for 
early House action. The Rules Commit- 
tee were visably impressed by the giant 
authorization bill, but offered no obstacle 
to early consideration. Representative 
Hamilton Fish, (R), of N. Y., repeated 
his objections to the construction of ad 
ditional aircraft carriers, which he con- 
tends are purely offensive weapons. How- 
ever, Mr. Fish, despite his attack on the 
carriers agreed that the expansion of the 
Navy must be speeded in every way pos- 
sible. 

Representative Vinson told the com- 
mittee that it will take seven years to 
complete the 70 percent expansion. 

It is well to remember that this 70 per- 
cent expansion is in addition to the eleven 
percent expansion authorized and = ap- 
propriated for earlier in the session. 

Representative Vinson said that while 

the Navy does not desire to designate the 
expansion as such, the increase will ac- 
tually provide an Atlantic Fleet and a 
*acific Fleet. He said that it is prefer- 
able to have a United States Navy in the 
same manner that we have a United 
States Army, with no geographical or 
territorial designations. 

The only dissension arising during 
hearings on the bill before the House 
Naval Committee came about when Rep- 
resentative Maas insisted that the Naval 
air strength should be increased to keep 
pace with the expanded Navy. Mr. Vin- 
son at first opposed the move on the

Mr. Maas was also responsible for 
gaining an increase of 75,000 tons in ay 
thorized carrier strength. The Navy 
asked for an additional 125,000 tong ¢ 
carriers, but Mr. Maas declared that this 
would not provide suflicient transports 
tion for Marine Corps aviation to be ox 
tablished at advanced points taken py 
the Marines. The committee agreed ang 
boosted the carrier strength total to 209 
O00 tons. 

It is understood that, in addition to 
conventional types of vessels and auxil 
iaries now in the Naval service, fay 
transports for the Marine Corps, capabl 
of carrying light tanks, field guns ang 
other equipment will be provided, as well 
as a type of super-cruiser in the neighbor 
hood of 27,000 tons. However, in appear 
ing before the committee, the Navy gay 
no testimony in open session as to specifi 


vessel tonnages or number of units jy 
each category. 
To initiate the new program, an ap 


propriation of approximately $200,009 
000 will be asked before Congress aq 
journs. 

In reporting the measure, the Naval 
Committee stated:

other than emergency conditions, and. as 
such, represented the full utilization of 4 
facilities therefor supplemented by moder 


ate increases at both private and Government 
yards. It did not represent the maximu 
effort of the Nation over that period of tim 
otherwise there would be little or no point in 
another authorization now. 

“If this country is to mairitain its positic 
in this unhappy family of nations, and ist 
continue to enjoy the benefits it has bee 
privileged to experience, it must be prepared 
to defend itself against all comers, individual 
ly or collectively, and it must reach that 
state of preparedness in the shortest possibl 
time. The act of 15 June 1940, authorized 
the expansion of naval aviation to the degre 
deemed essential and appropriations for 
portion of such expansion were immediately 
available, Another appropriation bill «& 
signed to give further effect thereto as we 
as to the act of 14 June 1940, is now pending 
By authorizing the increase contemplated in 
this bill and following it with still another 
appropriation to permit the preparation of 
material to parallel the rapid development 
of construction facilities, the Congress wil 
have rounded out a naval defense prograt 
that will indeed tax the shipbuilding indus 
try, but without which our national security 
is unquestionably jeopardized.”

yewspaper man, Colonel Knox was 
general manager of the Hearst news 
pers until 1931 when he and Theodore 
T, Ellis purchased the controlling inter 
et in the Chicago Daily News of which 
he has since been publisher. Ife was 
republican nominee for vice president in 
1926. He is a member of the Army and 
Navy Club of Washington. 

The afternoon after he made the nomi- 
nations, President Roosevelt issued a 
short statement that “The appointments 
are in line with the overwhelming senti 
ment of the nation for national solidarity 
in a time of world crisis and in behalf 
of our National Defense and nothing 
else.” 

Mr. Woodring’s letter of resignation 
was not made public by him nor at the 
White House where it was explained that 
“everything in it was too personal.” How- 
ever, Mr. Roosevelt’s letter of acceptance, 
addressed to “Dear Harry,” was made 
public as follows: 

“It is with real personal regret 
cept your resignation as Secretary of 
You have given loyal and unselfish 
to the Government during the last 
years, and during that period the Army of 
the United States has made greater progress 
in providing for national defense than in 
any similar peacetime period in our history. 
You are entitled to very great credit for 
your share in this, 

“Secretary Dern and you and I were faced 
with a problem of great difficulty in 1935, es 
pecially because of the failure to keep the 
equipment up to date. Since then great 
strides have been made in modernizing this 
equipment, The new program, which has been 
made necessary in the past few months by 
events outside of our own continent, will, of 
course, take a long time to complete, but it 
has been well thought out and is a logical 
development of the policy of these past few 
years, 

“It is, of course, a defensive program, not 
timed at intervention in world affairs which 
do not concern the American Hemisphere. 
“I shall hope to see you and the family 
before you leave. 

“With my affectionate regards. 

“Faithfully yours, 

“Franklin D. Roosevelt.” 

Mr. Woodring leaves the War Depart 
ment after seven years of service which 
will leave their imprint upon the Depart 
ment and the Army for many years to 
come, As assistant Secretary of War he 
overhauled the system of procurement, 
particularly as it pertained to aircraft, 
and supervised the redrafting of the in 
dustrial mobilization plan. Both as as 
Sistant and as secretary he maintained 
the closest and most cordial relations 
with the Chief of Staff, both when Gen 
fral Douglas MacArthur and General 
Malin Craig held that post and since with 
General George C. Marshall. With his 
leadership and help the Army has seen 
miny changes of vast importance: the 
recognition of Air Power by the creation 
and growth of the General Headquarters 
Air Force, the reorganization of the In- 
fantry divisions and the Cavalry Divi- 
Sion, the growth of mechanization in the 
Cavalry, and the expansion of the Army 
a 118,500 to a force approaching 400,- 
In his 1938 annual report, and repeated 
“gain in his report last year, Mr. Wood- 
ring told President Roosevelt that despite 
the advancements in the efficiency of our 
land-protective forces during the five pre- 
ceding years, there still remained “de- 
ficiencies in organization, equipment, and 
Personnel which must be corrected before 
We can be assured of the maintenance of

a military force adequate for our defen- 
sive needs.” 

It has been no secret that Mr. Wood- 
ring, while not strictly opposing sales to 
the Allies, has been a strong advocate of 
building our own defenses first and not 
sacrificing our needs to those of other 
countries. This, quite apparently, is at 
variance with the views of the President. 

The resignation of Mr. Woodring re- 
ealls that in February of 1916, a little 
more than a year before we entered the 
World War, Lindley M. Garrison resigned 
as Secretary of War because of his in 
sistence on a National Defense based on 
Federal Forces. At the time Chairman 
Hay of the House Military Affairs Com 
mittee was pushing a measure, known as 
the Militia bill, to strengthen the Na 
tional Guard as a bulwark for National 
Defense. Mr, Garrison called upon Presi 
dent Wilson to use his influence to in 
sist upon a strong Federal Force. Mr. 
Wilson refused to intervene in the Con 
gress’ consideration of the measure, so 
Mr. Garrison resigned. His resignation 
was followed almost immediately by the 
resignation of the Assistant Secretary of 
War, Henry Breckinridge. 

In one of his letters to the President, 
Mr. Garrison declared “So far as the 
military part of the National Defense 
is concerned, there can be no honest or 
worthy solution which does not result in 
National forces under the exclusive con 
trol and authority of the National gov 
ernment. Any other solution is illusory 
and not real, is apparent and not sub 
stantial. * * * In my judgment the effect 
of the enactment of Mr. Hay’s program 
would be to set back the whole cause of 
legitimate honest National Defense in an 
entirely unjustifiable and = inexcusable 
way. It would be, in my judgment, a be 
trayal of the trust of the people in this 
regard. * * * It seems to be perfectly 
clear that, unless you interpose your posi 
tion as leader of the country on this great 
subject, the result will be the lamentable 
one which I have just described.” Subse 
quently President Wilson refused to take 
the action requested and Mr. Garrison, 
on 10 February 1916 resigned.

Control of the academy is vested in an 
academic board of seven commissioned of 
ficers appointed by the Governor, at least 
a majority of whom shall be active officers 
of the National Guard at the time of their 
appointment. The academic board ap- 
points the commandant, assistant com 
mandant and supply oflicer, prescribes the 
course of study, educational policies, and 
standards of admission and graduation, 
The commandant selects faculty members, 
instructors and employees and adminis 
ters the academy in accordance with regu- 
lations promulgated by the academic 
board. 

Admissions to the academy are appor 
tioned among the various National Guard 
units in the State. Selected enlisted men, 
hetween 19 and 26 years of age, recom- 
mended by their organization commanders 
are eligible, provided they pass the phy- 
sical examination required of an officer, 
and pass a professional examination, 
mental test and oral quiz given by the 
Academic Board, 

The course lasts three years. The cur 
riculum lists all basic subjects required of 
an second lieutenant of infantry, including 
administration, military law, sanitation 
and first aid, map reading, military cour- 
tesy and customs of the service, interior 
guard duty, army organization and infan 
try organization. Questions covering sub 
jects peculiar to the field artillery, coast 
artillery, cavalry, and other arms and 
services are furnished for the final ex- 
amination by the Federal Examining 

joard. This enables the successful appli- 

cant for a commission in the National 
Guard of the United States to receive one 
in his own branch. 

In addition to the required infantry 
courses there are several “polishing 
courses” such as field engineering, combat 
principles, (squad, platoon and company), 
military history, chemical warfare, com- 
munications, logistics and supply, infan- 
try weapons, machine gun mathematics, 
military correspondence, musketry, nine 
principles of war, motor transportation 
and dancing. 





The Military Academy is located in 
Cambridge, also the site of the world- 
famous Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology which permits use of its automo- 
bile laboratory for the motor transporta- 
tion course, 

There is also a series of lectures on the 
associated arms, necountability and re 
sponsibility of property, care of property 
and camouflage. Infantry drill and forma- 
tious and ceremonies are a regular part of 
the curriculum. During his three years’ 
stay a cadet is graded, not only on his 
studies, but on physical activity, physical 
endurance, military bearing, neatness, at- 
tention to duty, tact, initiative, force, 
judgment and common sense; voice, and 
leadership. 


Available to the Massachusetts Acad 
emy is a large and varied faculty. In ad- 
dition to the permanent = staff—com 


mandant, assistant commandant, supply 
officer and eight other junior oflicers who 
give some of the courses and carry on the 
floor work-——the higher ranking Guard of 
ficers and Regular Army oflicers on duty 
aus National Guard instructors are avail 
able for lectures and to instruct in most 
of the courses, 

The school is in session once a months, 
from 2 p.m. Saturday until 4 p.m. Sun 
day. Instruction is highly intensive. The 
Academic Board has estimated that a 
endet who attends each session and stud 
ies ut home 12 to 15 hours monthly covers 
approximately three weeks college work, 
Cadets ure dropped if they miss one ses 
sion; no excuse is satisfactory, Social 
activities, moreover, are limited to a mid 
year ball and company competition and 
drill, and a graduation ball at the close of 
the school year, 

Mess supplies are all purchased by the 
supply officer, The cook is a chef from a 
large private catering concern and waiters 
are obtained from the same source, Meals 
cost approximately 3S cents per man and 
are of excellent quality, substantial in 
quantity and excellently served. Cadets 


wear a distinetive uniform, Each man 
has his own bedding, furnished by the 
school. Books, pamphlets and all other 


material are purchased from school funds, 
Two full-time employees take care of all 
records. 

There is no problem of discipline in the 
academy. Errors in execution of tasks 
are covered by a system of demerits, and 
as there is no time available to cancel 
demerits by special duty, each demerit 
deducts two per cent from the cadet’s “dis 
cipline” record, If a cadet receives 50 
demerits in one year he is dropped. This 
discipline record percentage is averaged 
with other subjects at the close of the 
year, 

An illustration of the fine organization 
of the school was afforded in May, 1938, 
when the senior class organized as a war 
strength motor transport company, and 
accompanied by the two junior classes, 
operated a convoy to West Point. All 6S 
vehicles were operated by cadets, rein- 
forced by some extra oflicers of the active 
National Guard who took the course. All 
orders were issued by the cadets of the 
senior class, and all positions of authority 
were handled by cadets. The trip included 
a night drive from West Voint to Ilart 
ford, Conn.,, a distance of about 100 miles. 
Military Academy authorities extended 
use of the summer camp there, while Con 
necticut permitted use of the Broad Street 
Armory, in Ilartford.

Clues, such as the imprint of a heel, the 
empty wallet bearing the West Point in 
signia, and questioning of the vagrants 
sleeping in the park, led the police in a 


search Which resulted in the arrest in 
Indiana of a fugitive who confessed the 


crime, His confession was verified by his 
leading the police to the point in the park 
where he had buried Col. Echol’s watch. 
He declared that when Colonel Echols

and struck his head against the stone 
steps of the library.

The authorized total of 1,000 officers 
will be called under provisions of the 
Thomason Act. For the fiscal year 1941, 
the following allocations to Arms have 
beep made: Infantry, 350; Cavalry, 63; 
Field Artillery, 220; Coast Artillery 
Corps, 143; Corps of Engineers, 83; Sig- 
nal Corps, 31; Judge Advocate General's 
Department, 4; Quartermaster Corps, 59; 
Ordnance Department, 20, and Chemical 
Warfare Service, 18. 

Those now on active duty under the 
Thomason Act cannot, of course, be con- 
tinued in that status, but practically all 
of them who do not qualify for the per- 
manent commissions which 100 of them 
will receive will be offered a year’s ac- 
tive duty under the emergency procure- 
ment program. 

Both the 650 Thomasons who were 
placed on duty 1 July 1940 and the 350 
additional Thomasons who were called to 
duty in December are competing for per 
manent commissions under the same con- 
ditions, and terms of active duty for both 
groups will expire at the same time. A 
board is now sitting to select ten per cent 
of the 1,000 officers for permanent com- 
missions. 

Every one of the 6,909 officers called to 
active service will be offered one year's 
duty. Extensions will be offered for a pe- 
rid of one year at a time, as long as 
the present emergency continues, All of 
the cflicers so called are eligible for for- 
eign service, but the War Department has 
ruled that not more than 30 per cent of 
the officer strength of each overseas de- 
partment shall consist of Reservists. 

Jn addition to this group of 6,004) offi- 
cers, authority has been granted for ap- 
pointinent of 300 Reserve officers for as- 
signment to supply-procurement duties 
only.

Individuals in arm or service assign- 
ment group rendered surplus by reason of 
appointments under this authority may 
be carried in excess of the prescribed al- 
lotment for that arm or service until they 
are absorbed by normal procedures or 
discharged. 

Appointments, reappointments, promo- 
tions, and separations will be made in ae 
cordance with the following instructions : 

(a) Candidates will be selected by the 
Assistant Secretary of War or by chiefs 
of arms and services, The fitness of the 
candidate for the appointment and as- 
signment will be based upon his experi- 


ence and his civil occupation. The ap- 
pointment will be for a period of five 
years unless sooner terminated. 

(b) Appointments will be made in the 
grade of major between the ages of 
thirty-five and fifty-nine years, and in the 
grade of captain between the ages of 
thirty and fifty years. 

(c) Appointments and promotions will 
be made to fill specific vacancies in sup- 
ply procurement organizations and will 
be restricted to the number in each grade 
and section shown in the table, 


(1) No appointments will be made in 
the Air Corps Reserve under this author- 
ity. Allotments to the Air Corps under 
paragraph 2 above, will be filled by ap 
pointment in another appropriate arm or 
service as determined by the Chief of the 
Air Corps, after consultation with the in- 
terested chief of arm or service. Reserve 
officers so appointed will be assigned to 
the Air Corps for duty. The Chief of the 
Air Corps will include these positions, 
suitably annotated, in his estimate of 
personnel requirements for the Air Corps 
War Department overhead. 

(e) Appointments and promotions to 
fill procurement vacancies in the office of 
the Assistant Secretary of War will be 
made in the appropriate arm or service 
as determined by the Assistant Secretary 
of War. Appointments and promotions so 
made will be charged against approved 
allotments to the Office of the Assistant 
Secretary of War contained in Annex No. 
fh, War Department Protective Mobiliza- 
tion Pian. 

Reappointment will be on the same 
basis as original appointment, i. ¢., ex- 
perience, civil occupation, and suitability 
for a specific available assignment. 

Promotions will be made in accordance 
with the provisions of paragraph 31, AR 
140-5, The chief of branch or agency, in 
which these officers serve, will establish 
the military-knowledge qualifications 
and grrange for the practical test re- 
quircd for a certificate of capacity for 
promotion. 

Reserve officers assigned to the Office 
of the Assistant Secretary of War, will 
he trained under the direction of the As 
sistant Secretary of War. 

If at any time during his current ap- 
pointment a Reserve officer is no longer 
considered as fitted for the assignment 
he holds, he will, upon the recommenda- 
tion of the Assistant Secretary of War or 
of the interested chief of arm or service, 
be discharged without prejudice. Change 
in civil occupation causing lack of full 
qualification for assignment, or the ab- 
sence of a suitable assignment by reason 
of chauge in the organization of the office 
to which assigned, or failure to qualify 
for active duty are some of the bases upon 
which the discharge of a Reserve officer 
may be recommended under the provi- 
sions of this pare graph.

Addresses USMA Grads.

In his address General Drum said: 

“It is a special pleasure for me to join you 
on this occasion, Forty-two years of com- 
missioned service, experiences in three wars. 
and active service in all grades from Second 
Lieutenant to Lieutenant General have given 
me a thorough appreciation and lasting ad 
miration for the United States Military Acad 
emy, the Corps of Cadets and the graduates 
thereof. In these years it has been my plea 
sure and good fortune to include among my 
closest friends graduates of the Academy. In 
peace and war, in the distant Philippines, in 
Europe and here at home the ties of this 
friendship have grown, and in some instances 
have stood the test of personal sacrifice be 
youd which man can give no more. Conse 
quently, IT am indeed happy to participate in 
this personal way in these exercises today, 
and also as the senior line officer of our Army 


to extend its best wishes to the graduating 
class of 140. The Army welcomes you into 
its commissioned ranks and assures you of 
its sincere and loyal friendship. You enter 
upon your future career during days mo 
mentous for men and women of all walks of 
life. They are specially ominous for the 
soldierman, I need not dwell long on this 


assertion, the world situation speaks for it 
self. Millions of men, armed with weapons 
more destructive than heretofore, have in 
vaded und destroyed the homes of peace 
loving people with a ferocity no bar- 
barous than in the days of the ancient wild 
tribes.

“Similar catastrophies endanger the whole 
world, causing all peoples to be alert, to set 
aside their peaceful pursuits and to prepare 
for any eventuality. With such a gruesome 
picture in mind, our Congress has just in 
aungurated a preparedness program larger 
than our people have ever accepted heretofore 
in times of peace. These are the circumstances 
briefly stated, which unfortunately surround 
your entrance into the commissioned ranks 
of our Army. While we pray ahd hope to 
avoid the catastrophe of war, all of us must 
realize that our national life and welfare face 
precarious international conditions and = in 
fluences. 

“While the nation is struggling with seri 
ous and critical situations the Army is alive 
to its problems of being ready in a modern 
way to meet any outcome resulting from these 
situations, There is a quickening attitude 
marching step by step not only with the in 
creasing intensity of international affairs but 
also in securing and adapting weapons and 
means of modern warfare to its ever-changing 
methods. This demands increased vigilance 
and efforts to insure human and materiel 
efliclency to prevent being caught inadequate 
ly prepared, 

“In the last 20 years since the World War 
the power and mobility of practically every 
weapon has been more than doubled due to 
more efficient munitions and other improve 
ments. Aviation has passed from its infancy 
into a decisive weapon operating independent 
ly of or in cooperation with ground 
Such has been its development that 
the decisiveness of power is threatened 
and air infantry (parachutists) has become 
an element of modern armies. The tank and 
motorized armored vehicles plus other mech 
anized instruments, -have developed power 
and speed combined with air bombing that 
gives to combat a foree and lightning effect 
never known to war heretofore, 

“Hand in hand with developments of mod 
ern weapons are the problems relating to the 
human factor—-the leading, controlling and 
training of the soldier individually and in 
groups. The soldier under your command and 
the manner in which you display leadership 
of him are the most important responsibili 
ties that will fall to you. No matter how ace 
curate and efficient are the weapons, how fast 
the airplanes, how Strong the tanks, they are 
worthless unless the man using them knows 
how to do so and has the courage, character 
and determination to see a fight through. Un 
der the conditions of modern battle, efficiency 
in this respect is more difficult to secure than 
ever before, Teaching the soldier how to use 
his weapons efliciently, how to conduct him- 
self in the field, how to look out for his human 
necessities, and leading him in battle—these 
are your greatest responsibilities and they 
are the most important and the most difficult 
of all you will face. Under such circumstances, 
with the support of the people, the President

“You will join the commissioned ranks of

this modern organization. These condition, 
will challenge one's best thought and effort 
At the same time, they present Opportunities 
seldom seen in our Army in peace and o 
which professional soldiers should take every 
advantage. Irrespective of your relative rank 
and position at the Academy, whether jy 
academics or other activities, each of you will 
start from seratch. In the face of possible War 
there will be new opportunities for advange: 
ment, You may experience a rapid Promotion 
to the field rank and all the responsibilities 
associated with the command of 800 men jp 
battle.” 





Gen. Dawes Urges Coordination 

Recalling the Napoleonic maxim, 
“Nothing is more important than a cep 
tral command—-under one Chief,” Brig 
Gen. Charles G. Dawes this week urgeq 
that the government place the program 
of preparedness “under a powerful cep 
tral control.” 

He suggested that the President assign 
an outstanding industrial expert to the 
coordination of the work of all depart 
ments and agencies concerned. 

Speaking at a meeting of the National 
Retail Dry Goods Association in Chicagy 
19 June, General Dawes declared: 

“At this time, when our Government 
is preparing to be able to meet totalitar 
ian attack, it must proceed with totalj 
tarian speed and efliciency under a power 
ful central control. 

“If the Government not set up 
immediately an effective system of in 
ternal coordination as it enters upon an 
additional and gigantic effort for war pre 
paredness, it will fail, wasting not only 
enormous resources but an incalculable 
amount of time. 

“Wake up, Washington! National war 
preparedness is primarily a military as 
well as a business effort and will fail un 
less worked out under guiding military 
principles as well as correct 
principles.”

He proposed that the Federal Coordi- 
nating Service be revived by the “chief 
coordinator.” 

Dawes outlined the following to assure 
team work in the national defense pro 
gram: 

“1. A chief coordinator should be ap 
pointed by the President, to act under his 
authority alone. 

“2. Experienced business leaders . 
should become government oflicials aud 
added by the President to the staff of the 
chief coordinator, 

“3. The chief coordinator should select 
a corps of coordinators of knowledge and 
experience in the work of the various de 
partments, who, when detailed for ser 
Vice under him, should be regarded as 
serving under the President and should 
be exempt from control of any kind by 
the departments or establishments upot 
whose rolls they are carried.” 

The coordinators would perfect the ma 
chinery of cooperation in all branches of 
the Government with an eye to speed, ef 
ficiency and economy. 

General Dawes continued against ad 
Visory committees and boards. He said 
that such procedure had been “fatal te 
proper military preparedness” in_ the 
United States in 1917 and in the Allied 
nations this year while German indus 
trialists had functioned efficiently under 
the direct rule of Marshal Goering.
